•’inform ation iia-s been received here th a t Mr. Gill of the 
federal board of vocational education, expresses entire satis­ 
faction with the dorm itory, m ess and educational facilities ut A. j 
and Al. College for the t r a i n i n g oi m en iii the various phases of 
technical work required by the awny. 
Air. Gill indicated iu ins 
com uiunications w ith this c i l i c e thai he had recom m ended to 
the w ar departm ent th a t the governm ent use the college to the 
limit of its capacity in training m en for t r a y service.” 
President BizzeU, v no has just returned from W ashington, 
said the plans arc sufficiently advanced to insure the use of the 
college plant for the training of betw een two thousand and three 
thousand technical m en for the arm y betw een now and O cto­ 
ber I, and th a t the iii.st increm ent Of these m en would arrive 
a t the college not later than April I. 
Iii addition to training the technical m en for the hegular 
arm y, the college has just com pleted arrangem ents for training 
several hundred additiontl m en of the signal corps, one com pany 
having already been in training here sinec D ecem ber 8, last. The 
additional signal'corps m en will be trained in radio m echanics 
and the first increm ent of iou m en will arrive this week, with 
others to I olio w as the facilities of the college will perm it aud 
other occasion requires. 
“The directors of the college a t the very beginning of the 
war, extended the facilities of the college to the w ar departm ent,’’ 
I'resident Uizzell said, “for such assistan ce as 
the institution 
could render, and cvefy el fort w ill be p u t forth to assist the 
governm ent In every possible way. 
M ost of the teaching staff 
of th e college are paid on a twelve m onths basis and their ser­
